These insanitary conditions were reported 
as not true of all departments of the Morris 
plant, but they are specifically described and 
in a measure support the findings of the 
Nelll-Reynolds inquiry. 

Mr. Hedrick found that in many of the 
rooms there were no facilities for washing 
the hands and that many of the tables were 
unclean and the poste around which they 


were built were.thickly coated with aceumu- | 


lated grease, One man was seen to climb on 
a cutting table in the beef cutting room to 
secure a piece of beef for his work, and at 
the noon hour employés climbed upen the 
working tables to sit while they were eat- 
ing their lunches. 

The rat frolicking over the meat which 
ie to de used for human consumption was 
found in the room beneath the cutting room 
Im the hog house, and it will be necessary to 
put in floors and walls of concrete construc- 
tion to keep the rats out. 

The expectoration upon the floor was found 
in the beef killing building in the roam where 
the gutting is done. 


Presumes Spitting Ia Cemmon. 

„ observed that men were expectorating 
upon this portion of the floor. I presume 
that is true of all other slaughtering houses. 
I Shall require that cuspidore containing a 
disinfecting solution be placed fer the use 
of the men.“ Mr. Hedrick says in his report. 

In the casing department the ventilation is 
insufficient. and more air must be provided 
through mechanical means. 

In the sausage department, the sheep kill. 
ing department, and several other depart- 
ments there are no cleaning facilities, In 
the butterine-department the floors are aid 
and worn and there are wooden gutters. It 
was here that the unclean tables ang filthy 
posts were found. 

“The room presented an untidy appear- 
ance and the general cleaning has been badly 
neglected,” Mr. Hedrick reports. 

“ The employés, with a few exceptions, did 
not present a cleanly appearance.“

in the cooking department it was dis- 
covered that the meat had deen shoveled 
from the floor, Many floors were found 
damp, and many of the rooms have not 
sufficient ventilation. 

Notices wil] be served upon Morris & Co.

He said 
he established the various industries at Zion 
to furnish employment for his followers, but 
kept the printing esteblishment for himself. 
Beginning on a capital of $800, he built it 
up to an establishment now valued at $100,- 
000. 

He said he was not a money maker because 
he did mot wish it so. Many of the legacies 
left him, he declared, were invested in. the 
printing establishment Where Leaves of 
Healing and The Voice of Zion” were 
printed in many languages and sent through- 
out the world to be translated into other 
languages. He said it would be difficult to 
exaggerate the power and influence of these 
publications. 

At the close of his testimony he told of 
securing the employment of lace makers in 
England to come to the United States and 
work at Zion. Hesaid he had some difficulty, 
but finally succeeded in hiring some of the 
best In England. 


Grosscup Hears the Testimony.

Domestic differences that found expression 
in two encounters with Dr. H, A. Gunther, 18 
Woodiand Park, led to the arrest last even- 
ing of W. V. Perry. In the first of these en- 
‘counters, at Dr. Gunther’s door, a loaded 
révolver was taken from Perry, whois an ad- 
vertising agent living at 3242 Rhodes avenue. 

According to Perry, he went to the house 
seeking his wife, who was there. He says 
Mrs. Gunther was responsible for his wife’s 
frequent visits to her house, in spite of his 


. protests. 

On the other hand, Dr. Gunther declared 
that Mrs. Perry had been driven from home 
early in the afternoon and was befriended 
by his wife, who has known her for years. 


Fight at Gunther’s House. 

When Perry appeared at Dr. Gunther’s 
residence the latter cautiously opened the 
door. In an instant Perry’s right hand was 
thrust in with a revolver. Dr. Gunther tried 
to close the door and pinched Perry’s hand, 
preventing him from shooting and soon com- 
pelling him to loosen hfs hold on the weapon. 
Meanw hile Dr. H. D. Reynolds, who lives 
in the same building, appeaned and Perry 
was released. 

Calling that he would “exact vengeance 
later, Perry left and hurried toward his 
house, followed by Dr. Gunther, who first 
notified the police. Perry was overtaken 
almost at the entrance to his house by Detec- 
tives Ptacek and Dubach of the Stanton 
avenue station, and when questioned, strug- 
gied to escape. As Dr. Gunther came up 
Perry sprang at his throat and with difficulty 
was restrained by the policemen. 

I will give you $25 to let me strike that 
man just one blow,” said Perry, finding him- 
self helpless. He was taken to the police 
station and was charged with disorderly 
conduct, carrying concealed weapons, and 
assault and battery. 


Prisoner Accuses Dentist. 

“T have been wronged by Gunther,“ Perry 
told Lieut: Moore. He knows that my wife 
is not in good company when she is touring 
the city in automobiles with Mrs. Gunther, 
and 1 have demanded that they separate. 
I charge Mrs. Gunther with rulning my home, 
offering my wife the shelter of her house, 
and trying to create trouble, 

“tf Dr. Gunther knows anything about 
the case I wuld warn him to lock well to 
his own affairs. It is not wise for married 
Women to be allowed too much freedom, es- 
pecially when they are automopilists. I have 
been mesk too long, and intend to make 
short work of it when I'am cleared.” 


Wife Driven from House? 

“Does my husband say I have wronged 
bim? inguired Mrs. Perry When seen at 
the home of Dr. Gunther. ‘Tell him that 
I can look after myself. My husband told 
me to leave his house, and I did so, and when 
he learned I went to Mrs. Gunther’s he be- 
came enraged. Mrs. Gunther bas been a 
geod friend to me, and I refused to give up 
her company. Mr. Petry will think differ- 
éntly when he comes to his senses.” 

Dr. Gunther said. Mrs, Perry had sought 
shelter at his house early in the day. 

“She is welcome here, but will return 
when conditions at home warrant her in tak- 
ing that step, he said. Perry sought to 
shoot mean kill my wife when he called to- 
night. I will appear against bim in court 
tomorrow.”

POTATO AND WHEAT TRUST 
AIM OF FARMERS’ MEETING. 


Growers of Food . Meet Here 
and Plan to Dictate the Price of 
Crops. 


A movement for obtaining higher prices for 
farm produce through a national marketing 
association was started by members of the 
American Society of Equity, a national farm- 
ers’ association, which began a two days’ 
seesion at the Great Northern hotel yester- 
day. 

Nearly 100 farmers, fruit, and produce 
growers, and others interested in the agri- 
cultural industry, took part in the discus- 
sion. It is planned to organize a branch of 
the bociety to have charge of marketing 
produce at prices set by the farmers them- 
selves. 

In this way it is hoped to do away with 
speculation and to create more uniformity 
and stability in prices for the benefit of both 
the producers and the consumers. 

“Dollar Wheat will be the watchword, 
as heretofore; but wheat is not the only thing 
for which the farmers expect to dictate their 
own prices. 

Ali sorts of garden truck and potatoes, cab- 
bege, carrots, eggs, peaches, apples, chick- 
ens, and everything that the farmer has to 
sell come under the head for which higher 
prices will be demanded. 

The plan does hot contemplate doing away 
with the middleman, but to organize the 
farmers so that the latter shall control their 
product until the best prices are obtainable. 

At today’é session plans will be made for 
organizing the farmers in forty of the largest 
potato producing counties in the country. 
These counties are in Maine, Colorado, New 
York, Michigan, and Wisconsin. They pro- 
duce 60,000,000 bushels out of the total aver- 
age of 850,000,000 bushels for the nation. 

Among those in attendance is H. L. Giea- 
son, president of the Michigan Federation of 
Fruit Growers.

“The management has ordered the wooden 
tables removed and the same are to be re- 
placed with iron ones, and where knives are 
used: removable wooden boards will be 
placed, The room presented an untidy ap- 
pearahce and general cleaning has been 
badly neglected. There are at present only 


forty men employed in this department, and 


the fpll force will be put on about July 1, 
when the number will equal 125 men. 


Employes Appear Uncleanly. 

„The employés, with 4 few exceptions, did 
not present a cleanly appearance. A num- 
ber of men were sent for clean frocks while 
I was present. One man was observed by 
Inspector Dudley, to climb upon the meat 
cutting table and secure a chunk of beef for 
his work. 

There is no provision made here for the 
wathing of hands. This room is approxi- 
mately 160x112 feet, with 12 foot ceiling. 
There is only one outside window provided. 
An increase in window area has been or- 
dered. 

“The only toilet facilities at hand consist 
of one closet, ventilated within the room. The 
same will be ordered out. 

*“ Adjacent to this beef cutting room is an 
annex room used for the same purpose. The 
floors, tables, trucks, chutes, and conveyor 
were in unclean condition. It was during the 
noon hour that I inspected the room and saw 
the men eating lunches while sitting upon 
the tables where they had been at work. 

The floor of the meat warehouse room 
needs cleaning. The salt meat storage de- 
partment should have the floors cleaned. In 
the bean pork department employés were not 
cleanly in their appearance. 


Ratproof Floors Needed, 

In the room immediately beneath the cut- 
ting room in the hoghouse provision must be 
made to exclude rats. One was seen running 
over the fresh meat. It will probably be 
necessary to put in floors and walls of con- 
erete construction to meet this end. 

Upon the killing floors of the beefhouse 


Guspidors containing a disinfecting solution 
be placed for the use of the men. This is 
desirable for the reason that where the gut- 
ting is done the entrails are dragged across 
the floors to the chute where they are sent to 
the room below. I observed that men were 
expectorating upon this portion of the floor. 
I presume this is true of all other slaughter- 
ing planta. 
5 Meat Falls on Floor. 


In the sausage trimming room the tem- 
perature was 42 degrees Fahrenheit. The 
room was damp, owing to the drippings from 
the frost coated brine pipes. The open brine 
system must be installed in place of the 
present one. The employés number thirty, 
of whom twenty-five are women and five are 
men. The methods of handling the meat are 
careless. At the point where the barrels were 
packed for shipment, pieces of meat were 
seen to falt to the floor and to be picked up 
by the employés and placed within the barrel. 

“There is nd outside window to this room. 
The only ventilation is by means of the fre- 
quently opened door through which trucks 
are admitted to the room. 

“J am told a number of the employés 
have been with the company and have 
worked within the same ‘room for four or 
five years. Certainly employés should be 
surrounded with a dryer atmosphere. A no- 
tice will be served. 

The rendering tanks, with one exception, 
are provided with modern chutes and are in 
such condition as to warrant discarding. 


More Ventilation Needed. 


“The ventilation of the casing department 
is not adequate in central and rear portions 
of the same. The temperature of the room 
was quite high, and I shall order that addi- 
tional means be en to supply adequate 
ventilation by mechanical means or other- 
wise. Artificial light was used to a large 
extent in this room. I shall order that the 
window area be increased as much as the 
strength of the walls will permit. I shall 
order the use of cuspidors in this depart- 
ment. 

“The ventilation of the sheep killirg de- 
partment is only fairly good. The window 
area must be increased 30 per cent over the 
present area in order that light may be ade- 
quate. The toilet accommodations here are 
located in one corner of the department, and 
consist solely of one cast iron closet, which 
was hot in good condition. 

The compartment is not separated from 
the surrounding room by a tight partition. 
This closet was ordered out, and the man- 
agement has promised the installation of a 
toilet room, the same to be provided with 
modern fixtures. There are no washing fa- 
cilities upon this floor.“ 

The whole report is full of statements to 
the effect that alterations, new work tables, 
new floors, more windows, etc., will be or- 
dered and that the company already is busy 
in. vertain directions of reform.

Others who were 
more lucky and found that certain little girls 
must stay at home gave them thelr slips and 
remained at hame themselves.” 

The Automobile club provided 1,200 bags of 
peanuts and 600 boxes of candy. Much of 
this went as a consolation to the children who 
remained at home.

AIDS FOREIGNERS IN CHICAGO. 


Senate Judiciary Committee Favors 
Bill Which Will Validate Their 
Certificates of Naturalization. 


Washington, D. C., June 12.—The house to- 
day passed a rule sending the railroad rate 
biil back to conference. The rule was de- 
bated for forty minutes. The democrats took 
the position that the time was opportune to 
conéur in the sleeping car amendment and 
instruct the conferees as to the anti-pass 
amendment. Although the democrats were 
alded by eight republicans, they could not 
command votes enough to defeat the rule, 
which was adopted, 184 to 98. 

There has been prepared by the house con- 
ferees on the rate bill a modified form of the 
anti-pass amendment, which will be present- 
ed at the next meeting of the joint conference 
committee for consideration. The modifica- 
tion is in the way of sgecifying an excepted 
class who may receive free transportation 
from the railroads lawfully. The first excep- 
tion is that of railroad employés and their 
families. Another is that of employés of the- 
postofiice department who hold commis- 
sicns from the postmaster general and are 
required to travel. 

There is a_ prediction regarding the result 
of the second conference on the bill that 
Pullman oars will be included in regulation
